TO  THE 

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  and  Subscribers,  to  be  held  on 
Saturday,  18th  February,  1911,  at  the  Hospital. 


The  Committee,  before  referring  to  the  Accounts  and  general 
work  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1910,  desire  to  record  with  pro¬ 
found  sorrow  the  sad  loss  which  they,  in  common  with  the  nation, 
have  sustained  by  the  death  of  our  beloved  Sovereign,  King  Edward 
VII.,  who  graciously  granted  his  Royal  Patronage  to  the  Hospital 
in  1901. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  announcing  that  His  Majesty 
the  King  and  Her  Majesty  the  Oueen  have  graciously  become 
Patrons  of  the  Hospital. 

Turning  to  the  financial  position  of  the  Hospital,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  regret  that  the  ordinary  expenditure  is  still  in  excess  of  the 
ordinary  income,  and,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  particulars 
of  accounts,  it  is  not  only  desirable  but  absolutely  necessary  that 
every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  increase  the  ordinary  income, 
so  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  may  be  efficiently  maintained 
without  getting  into  debt  or  drawing  on  capital.  The  need  of 
more  Annual  Subscriptions  is  very  evident  when  it  is  considered 
that  the  Hospital  loses  about  £100  per  annum  of  this  source  of 
its  income,  by  death  and  other  causes.  The  Committee  therefore 
earnestly  hope  that  present  supporters  will  induce  their  friends 
who  have  not  contributed  before  to  become  Annual  Subscribers.

Collections  made  at  the  various  Churches  have  amounted  to 
£282  14s.  7d.,  as  against  £286  3s.  3d.  in  1909.  This  shows  a  slight 
decrease,  and  while  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks 
to  the  clergy  and  ministers  of  all  denominations  for  their  kind 
help  in  this  direction,  they  trust  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to 
increase  this  source  of  income. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  record  that  the  receipts  from 
Collecting  Boxes  show  a  substantial  increase  of  £120  2s.  The 
Hospital  has  also  benefited  by  an  Entertainment,  given  by  Major 
Philip  Trevor’s  children,  to  the  extent  of  £170  17s.  0d.,  and  the 
receipts  from  the  Demonstrations  by  the  Friendly  Societies  of 
Richmond  and  surrounding  districts  have  increased  by  £10. 

Further  donations  amounting  to  £200  have  been  given  by  Mrs. 
Swan,  towards  the  expenses  of  the  Ophthalmic  Wards.  The 
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Committee  desire  to  express  their  very  grateful  thanks  to  Mrs.  Swan, 
and  to  all  these  donors  for  their  kind  efforts  to  augment  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee’s  thanks  are  also  due  to  the 
following  donors  : — King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London,  £150  ; 
Cricket  Match  per  Mr.  T.  Richardson,  £60  15s.  8d. ;  Friendly 
Societies  Carnival  and  Fete,  £60;  Mrs.  Porteous,  £46  10s.  (in 
addition  to  £4  12s.  6d.,  her  annual  half-crown  collection)  ;  Captain 
Richard  Vaughan  Thompson,  £21  ;  Mr.  Robert  Meggitt,  £21  ; 
Sir  Charles  Burt,  £20  ;  The  Worshipful  Co.  of  Clothworkers,  £20; 
“Weekly  Dispatch  Finals”  per  Mr.  H.  S.  Weedon,  £17  10s.; 
Mid-Surrey  Golf  Club  (Christmas  collection),  £16  Is.  8d.  ;  the 
Trustees  of  Mr.  Henry  Smith’s  Charity,  £10  10s.  ;  Mr.  William 
Sandover,  J.P.,  £10  10s.;  Sir  Charles  Rugge-Price,  Bart.,  D.L.,  J.P., 
£10  10s  ;  Mr.  Pitt  Hardacre,  £10  10s. ;  and  Mr.  Percy  W. 
Laing,  £10. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  announce  that  the  improve¬ 
ments  and  additions  to  the  Lavatories  adjoining  the  “  Cambridge” 
and  “  Mary  Adelaide  ”  Wards  have  now  been  completed.  The  cost 
of  the  undertaking  was  £574  8s.  9d.,  including  architect’s  fees.  No 
special  appeal  was  made  to  defray  the  expenses  of  building  and 
equipment,  but  through  the  generosity  of  a  few  friends  and  a  special 
grant  of  £150  from  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  a  sum  of  £554  5s. 
has  been  obtained.  While  the  Committee  tender  their  grateful 
thanks  to  these  donors,  they  hope  that  others  may  contribute 
towards  liquidating  the  debt,  so  that  no  amount  is  taken  from  the 
general  funds  of  the  Hospital  for  the  purpose.  A  list  of  the  donors 
will  be  found  on  page  45. 

The  Committee  have  under  consideration  the  question  of 
further  provision  for  exit  in  case  of  fire,  and  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  erection  of  external  stairways  have  been  passed.  The  cost 
will  be  about  £150.  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  has  allocated 
a  sum  of  £50,  on  condition  that  the  work  is  carried  out.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  done  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  Committee  have  had  before  them  the  question  of  the 
opening  of  a  Throat  and  Ear  Department,  and  the  offer  of  a 
generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital,  promising  to  contribute  a 
certain  sum  towards  defraying  the  cost  of  same.  The  matter  has 
been  fully  considered  by  the  Committee  and  the  Medical  Council, 
and  they  are  of  opinion  that  at  present  it  is  inadvisable  to  accept 
this  offer. 

The  Committee  have  to  regret  the  death  of  many  kind  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  Hospital,  of  whom  mention  must  be  made  of  Lady 
Waechter,  the  wife  of  the  President.  Lady  Waechter  was 
associated  with  the  President  in  many  acts  of  kindness  and 
generosity  towards  the  Hospital,  and  her  loss  will  be  greatly  felt. 
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Dr.  J.  Stott  Beedie  having  resigned  his  appointment  as  House 
Surgeon,  Dr.  A.  L.  Weakley  was  elected  to  succeed  him,  and 
Dr.  E.  L.  N.  Rhodes  was  appointed  Assistant  House  Surgeon. 

The  Committee  have  appointed  the  Rev.  L.  R.  Hancock,  M.A., 
Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  Richmond,  and  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Monroe,  M.A., 
Vicar  of  Mortlake,  Vice-Presidents  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Members  of  the  Committee  retiring  by  rotation  are 
Mr.  Dalgarno  Robinson,  Sir  H.  Evan  M.  James,  K.C.I.E.,  Mr. 
J.  H.  Master,  J.P.,  Mr.  Wm.  Sandover,  J.P.,  and  Mr.  Miles 
Stapylton,  who,  however,  being  eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re- 
election. 

The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Committee  or 
the  Central  Aid  Society,  who,  in  accordance  with  their  promise, 
have  greatly  helped  by  providing  for  the  after-care  of  patients 
leaving  the  Hospital. 

The  Committee  thankfully  acknowledge  the  many  generous 
gifts  received  during  the  year,  a  list  of  which  will  be  found  on 
page  63. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  thanks  to 
the  Hon.  Medical  Officers  for  their  valuable  assistance,  and  their 
appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  the  whole  of  the  Staff.

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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  RULES* 


87.  In-Patients,  if  considered  suitable  by  the  House  Surgeon^ 
shall  be  admissible  on  presenting  their  tickets  of  recommendation 
at  the  Hospital  before  Twelve  o’clock  at  noon,  such  tickets  to 
remain  in  force  for  six  weeks  only. 

88.  ACCIDENTS  and  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted  at  all 
times,  without  letters  of  recommendation. 

89.  When  there  shall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hospital  for 
the  admission  of  all  persons  duly  recommended  and  qualified  to  be 
In-Patients,  preference  shall  be  given  to  cases  admitting  of  the 
least  delay. 

91.  No  woman  pregnant  (except  in  extraordinary  cases,  such 
as  accidents,  or  where  some  surgical  operation  is  required),  no 
insane  person,  no  person  subject  to  chronic  epilepsy  or  suffering 
from  any  infectious  disease,  confirmed  consumption,  or  any  disease 
that  be  judged  incurable,  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient. 

92.  Whenever  any  person,  duly  recommended  as  an  In- 
Patient,  cannot  be  admitted  for  want  of  room,  or  be  either  rejected 
as  ineligible,  or  discharged  for  irregularity,  a  letter  to  that  effect 
shall  be  sent  to  the  person  by  whom  the  Patient  has  been  recom¬ 
mended. 

93.  In-Patients  may  be  visited  on  Sundays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays,  between  the  hours  of  two  and  four  p.m.,  and  no  provisions 
shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  into  the  Hospital,  except  bjr  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  House  Surgeon.  Should  any  visitor  be  detected 
taking  anything  out  of  the  Hospital,  or  introducing  anything  con¬ 
trary  to  the  rules,  he  or  she  will  be  strictly  prevented  from  entering, 
in  future.
